The City Council, meeting 
Monday night, agreed to the 
low bid and instructed Wil- 
liam E. Haden, City Ad- 
ministrator, to arrange for 
immediate construction. 
When completed, the park 
is to have a baseball 
diamond and lighted tennis 
courts, in addition tothe 
regular park usuage of 
lawns, picnic area, etc. 

Funds for the construc- 
tion of the Park are to come 
from the Federal H.C.D.

$126,703; State Proposition

$20,580. In addition, the City 
allocated $47,000 Federal 
See money to the 
Senior Center expansion 
project. As all these funds 
will not be expended, Haden 
said, $5,000 has been trans- 
ferred to the Park fund to 
bring the total to $250,941. 
The Council instructed 
Mayor Lewis M. Howell to 
sign the contract with 
Tamal to get the project 
underway. 

Completion of the Park is 
expected in 120 days, it was 
announced. 

The report of Robert S. 
Guletz, Director of Public 
Works, on the aera re- 
moval of street bulbs on 
Solano avenue, was refer- 
red back to his department 
for further study with a re- 
port due on plans and cost 
next meeting. 

Stephen Radkey pre- 
sented the City Council with 
a demand for payment of 
the bill of $35.75 for the rod- 
ding of the sewer of Patrick 
Griggin last December in 
the infamous ‘‘sewer”’ case. 
The bill was presented to 
City Clerk Jacqueline 
Bucholz by Radkey.

‘The track, shut down yesterday as a result of a labor 


dispute, may or may not open today, according to a bulle- 
tin from Ron Supinsky, public relations director of Gol- 
den Gate Fields. Each day the track is closed, the City of 
Albany loses an estimated $3,000 in revenue. 

The dispute, with around-the-clock negotiations 
being held in Southern California, centers on the expira- 
tion of a labor contract with the parimutual clerks, assis- 
tant starters, jockey valets and assistant veterinarians 
Monday night, The main issue is the introduction of com- 
puterized mutual machines at Hollywood Park.

Local women 
charge humane 


society 


wrong 


ALBANY — Serious charges against the East Bay- 
Berkeley Humane Society have been made by two Al- 


bany residents. 


Ethel N. Hansen, a resident of Madison street, and 
Mary Cully, who also lives on Madison, have charged the 
Society with selling dogs, inhumane treatment of ani- 
mals and shady financial dealings 


The charges come on the 
heels of the recent election 
of anew Board of Directors 
of the Berkeley-East Bay 
Humane Society where the 
nominees presented by the 
Board of Directors soundly 
defeated nominees by 
others in the first ballot-by 
mail election in the socie- 
ty’s 52 year history 


Anon-profit organization, 
both Hansen and Culley 
have charged the Society 
charges exhorbitant prices 
for animals when they are 
committed to selling them 
for actual charges. As 
many of the animals are 
donated, the pair say the 
profits from the sale of the 
animals in excessive and 
have demanded a financial 
inquiry by the District At- 
torney’s office of Alameda 
County as well and the At- 
torney General’s office of 
the State. 


According to Mrs. Han- 
sen, the report the investi- 
gation by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office is completed is 
untrue. She said she has 
been informed, as of the 
first of April, that the At- 
torney General’s office in 
San Francisco ‘‘planned to 
monitor the BHS for a 
number of years; that if the 
CPA recommendations are 
being followed, the investi- 
gation eventually will be 
phased out, but that for 
now, itis prudent to keep an 
eye on things.” 


She said a parallel inves- 
tigation is being carried on 
Ai Gail Norton, a member 
of the Attorney General’s 
staff, against Dr. Thomas 
Bulgin, the former chief of 
staff at East Bay-Berkeley 
Humane Society. She said 
Ms. Norton told her the ac- 
cusation has been filed with 
both the Board of Veteri- 
nary Licensing and the Of- 
fice of Administrative 
Hearings charging the 
abuse of animals at the Soc- 
iety’s quarters on Ninth 
Street in Berkeley. Dr. Bul- 

in is reported to be in 
daho. 

Hansen also charges staff 
workers have treated ani- 
mals that should have 
been treated by licensed 
vetérinarians and that un- 
trained persons employed 
as ‘kennel hands’’ were 
treating animals for disor- 
ders that should have come 
to the attention of the resi- 
dent doctor. 

Charges also were made 
that an incident, cited by 
Ms, Robin D. Strong, 32 
Moss Avenue, Oakland, 
showed the Society was not 
being honest with some of 
the people who wanted 
animals. Ms. Strong, in a 
letter dated February 15, 
1979, said she was contacted 
by Mrs. Culley in regards to 
a six and one-half year old 
Afghan dog that needed a 
home. She tried to buy the 
dog but was informed that 
instead of the $6 she ex- 
pected to pay for shots 
Siven, the animal, she was 


informed the dog would cost 
$45. She did not have that 
sum when she. applied for 
the dog, she said. Ms. 
Strong said the dog was 
“put to sleep” two days la- 
ter. 

Ms. Strong concluded her 
letter to the Society by 
charging the Society was 
grossly abusing its com- 
mittments to the people 
who bring an animal to be 

laced. and asked ‘‘isn’t 
his a misrepresentation of 
your function?”

ALBANY — When-a:per- 
son reaches age 65, the tax 
laws provide several in- 
come tax benefits. The fol- 
lowing questions and 
answers are supplied by the 
Internal Revenue Service to 
explain these benefits: 

Q: What are the filing re- 
quirements for persons 65 
and over? 

A: Single persons age 65 
and over must file a return 
if their gross income is at 
least $3,700. Married 
couples filing jointly have a 
$5,450 requirement when 
one spouse is 65 or over, or 
$6,200 if both are 65 or over. 

Q: If I have to file, what 
advantages do I get? 

A: Taxpayers at age 65 
are allowed an extra $750 
personal exemption based 
on their age. They are also 
allowed a tax break on the 
sale of their home and may 
be able to claim the Tax 
Credit for the Elderly. 

Q: How do I qualify for 
the Tax Credit for the El 
derly? 

A: You can qualify for the 
Tax Credit for Elderly if 
you are a citizen of the Un- 
ited States with taxable in 
come, such as interest, 
wages, pensions or profes- 
sional fees. You can also 
qualify if you are under 65 
and have income from a 
taxable public retirement 
system, such as from school 
teaching. If you wish, the 
IRS will compute the credit 
for you. 

Q: Where can I get more 
information on tax benefits 
for older Americans? 

A: Additional informa- 
tion is found in the tax pac- 
kage instructions and in 
other free IRS publications.
